At a time when gun control is a 
burning issue in America, it is 
probably a bit surprising to travel 
to another country and see 
automatic weapons paraded 
Casually through city streets 

But CSUS President W. Lioyd 
Johns saw exactly that during a 
recent tour of Israel 

We were “not quite ready to see 
this much military involvement in 
such a small nation,” he said in an 


interview with the Hornet last 
week 
Johns said the “tremendous 


military awareness in Israel” was 
mostly because “a small nation like 
that has to be super careful to 
protect themselves against 
bordering nations 

The mood of israel is “very 
caim,” however, because young 
people have been raised in a 
militaristic environment, he said 
‘We're used to growing up with 
Coca - Cola and blue jeans, and 
they're used to growing up with the 
armed forces.” 

The purpose of the tour, which 
was set up and sponsored by the 
israel University Study Group for 
Middle Eastern Affairs, was to ac- 
Quaint American university 
presidents with ‘aspects of the Is- 
raeli education.” But it was also 
“for them (Israelis) to get ideas 
from us," Johns said. “it was really 
an idea - sharing situation

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Realtor reps blame high housing 
prices on excessive regulations

Excessive government 
regulations in tho housing industry 
are driving home prices beyond 
buyers grasps four 
representatives from the 
Sacramento Board of Realtors 
(SBOR) said yesterday in a public 
forum on campus 

“We don't limit food, and we 
don't limit clothing, but we do limit 
sheiter,” said board member Brian 
Holloway, referring to the “serious 
shortage of housing” in our 
country 











The forum was part of a 
business - propelled celebration 
of National Private Property Week 
which recognizes the 
constitutional rights of Americans 
to own and enjoy real property 
The group discussed government 
regulation which affects housing 
development and how it related to 
students as future buyers 

Government regulation, “or 
over regulation,” as SBOR 
President Peggy Grenz referred to 
it, can add 20 to 25 percent to the 
cost of a house before it's 
completed 
“Some codes are for thie good of 





the peopie, but some are stupid, 
costly items,” she said, drawing 
reference to an ordinance 
requiring that electrical outlets be 
placed no more than 12 feet apart 
it’s the little $100 items that add 
up to the $1,000 increases.” 

Similarly, standards such as 
energy conservation requirements 
or public park stipulations per 
development can drive up the 
prices of homes, the SBOR 
members noted 

lf a contractor is requir ti 
reserve five acres of le for 
construction of a park, his lost

The shooting of President 
Ronald Reagan raises a question 
of whether or not the President can 
make public appearances — 
without getting shot 

Since shootings are now almost 
commonplace in the United 
States, one wonders if it is safe for 
any citizen to walk in public. The 
murder of singer - composer John 
Lennon shocked the world only 
four months ago, but nothing has 
changed. The crazies are still run- 
ning around gunning people down 
in the streets 

Will the American people be 
forced to live with the fear that their 
president might be shot down 
while appearing in public? It 
seems so, at least while Reagan is 
in office 

Stronger handgun control is the 
first solution which comes to mind, 
but Reagan himself strongly op- 
poses gun control measures. No 
one is sure if controls would work, 
anyway 

Something is going to have to 
be done so that this country isn't 
put in a situation of going through 
three or four presidents each term 
We obviously don't have this sort 
of problem yet, but if the gun 


Soviet expansionism is imperialistic 


It seems that at some point in 
everyone's education, be it a high 
school civics class or whatever, the 
topic of communism is discussed 
in great detail. Everyone saw in- 
formative movies, whether it was 
‘Red Nightmare,’ ‘| was a Com- 
munist for the FBI, or ‘Red 
Menance.' All seemed to have one 
thing in common: a map of the 
world showing red blood pouring 
out of China and Russian and 
eventually engulfing the entire 
worid. 

Did these movies show any dis- 
tinction between communism and 
Soviet expansionism? Did they 
ever show biood generating on its 
own in Africa, for example, without 
the help of the Russiuns? The 
answer to both of these questions 
is no 

It is important that this nation 
distinguish Soviet expansionism 
from the spontaneous generation 
of a revolution that happens to lean

towards communism. This dis- 
tinction becomes difficult given 
the way the Russians warp the 
writings of Marx to fit their global 
domination goals. Marx wrote that 
for communism to work, the entire 
world must be communist. He 
predicted when one nation went 
communist, the neighboring states 
would see how much better a 
socialist state was. But the Soviets 
have taken this tenet to justify con- 
quering nations under the sup- 
posed guise of bringing socialism 
to the worid 

Since the supposed premiere 
example of communism, the 
Soviet Union is on the verge of an 
economic debacle. The nations of 
the wor'd have been less than en- 
thusiastic about turning to com- 
munism for the answers A large 
State like the Soviet Union would 
most likely be the enemy of the 
United States even it was a 
Ciapitalist country. We would be at 


odds with them just by the virtue of 
them being another superpower 
All Russian expansionism is 
supposedly motivated by pure 
Marxist ideology. Any time com- 
munism pops up in the world, the 
Russians (or their surrogates) are 
thought to be behind it. It is at this 
point we begin to confuse Russian 
expansionism with regional 
revolutions that have nothing todo 
with the Soviets. This nation needs 
to recognize Soviet expansionism 
when it takes piace. Just because a 
country turns communist does not 
mean it cannot remain a friend or 
an ally of the United States 
During World War Il, this nation 
did not go to war against the 
Japanese because of their 
ideology, we went to war because 
they were an imperialist power ex- 
panding all over Asia and the 
South Pacific. The Nazis burned 
books, but it was the fact they con- 
trolled all of mainland Europe that 


spurred us into action. in 1941, we 
felt no need to justify ourselves on 
ideological terms, so why must we 
now? 


We should worry about Soviet 
imperialist expansion into 
Afghanistan Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia but we need not 
worry if revolutionaries in 
Nicaragua decide they want to 
have a communist style of 
governm: ot.

The 
expanding imperialists are the 
powers the West should be 
concerned with, not some dirt - 
poor African nation that's “going 
communist.”

The United States can't be a 
world - wide policeman, but when 
Soviet influence is practically 
knocking at our back door, the 
government should be concerned 

Sending only advisors and arms 
to El Salvador is a positive ap- 
proach. The United States is offer- 
ing assistance without actually 
sending troops into this tiny coun- 
try, smaller than the state of Mas- 
sachusetts. In the long run, the 
result could prove to be very 
positive 

If the United States shows 
concern over this situation now 
before it becomes a full - scale 
problem, perhaps Moscow will 
listen more carefully to the new ad- 
ministration. The age old proverb 
“actions speak louder than words” 
is one to be remembered here 

While U.S. troops hopefully will 
never be used in El Salvador, the 
President has a right to show the 
Russians that America condemns

~ are saying the turmoil is the

Yet, Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig and Ambassador to the 
United Nations Jeane Kirkpatrick 
continue to push for, if not direct, 
intervention in the tiny Central

In his first press conference 
after being approved by the 
Senate, Haig, with his geo - 
political thinking cap on, said the 
conflict in El Satvador is the first 
test between the new ad- 
minisiration in Washington and 
Moscow 

People like Haig, who 
automatically think that any 
trouble in the world is the result of 
East - West tensions, fail to ask this 
basic question: Why are there 
revolutionaries? Haig doesn ask
